The Blifs place íb now cut into city 
lots worth, perhaps, 92300 each, and the 
Wolfskill grove is replaced by tho new 
>nssenger depot of the Southern Pacific 
tailway. W hen treeB and vines covered 
all the vast area down to Jefferson street 
there was n big demand for water for 
irrigation purposes. The territory being 
now diverted from its original usob to 
th at of business and residence, tho City 
W ater Company supplies it with all the 
aqueous fluid ft needs, irrigation is a 
thing of tho past. Now in the days when 
the interm unicipal region called aloud 
for water, there was very little to spare 
for 
the 
region 
outside 
of 
the 
municipal 
limits. 
In 
such 
a 
caso 
everything 
liquid 
went, and 
the beautiful Vernon District was glad to 
get sewage. 
A company was formed to 
ake the refuse at the south edge of the 
municipal lim its and distribute it to the 
thrifty vignerons and orange growers of 
tlie most fertile district of Los Angelea 
county, and th at means on th e terraque­ 
ous 
globo. 
For 
years 
all 
went 
well. 
The 
sewage 
was 
dis­ 
posed 
of, 
and

Vernon got plenty of 
water for h er leagues of vines and trees, 
am i th e farm er was more th an happy. 
The South Side Irrigation 
Company

fortunate programme.

Thus the party got further away from 
the city, until below tho McKinley orch­ 
ard a la.ge party were present.

By an outlet, a party of orchard- 
ists stood waiting for the “ visiting states­ 
m en.” The foulness of the water was 
pointed 
out,

There was no doubt that there was 
a smell to the leeward of the ditch. It 
was sulphurated hydrogen and no m is­ 
take.

Chinese were seen irrigating the land 
with th e sewage. 
They arc used to such 
things, and they stood knee-deep in the 
foul water directing its flow, and did not 
have a thought of typhus. 
W HERE IS THE PREJUDICE? 
The Americans who objoct to the m e 
of sewage in their neighborhood say the 
Chinese do not m ind it because they are 
'ignorant. They also say th at the Celes­ 
tials run tho sewage through their straw­ 
berry patches to day, and through their 
lettuce beds, and pick th e stuff next day 
to sell it in the city. 
W hatever may be 
said in favor of irrigating potatoes and 
oranges with sewage, there m ust lie 
grave danger in picking berries on which 
th e foul exurim has just beeu run. 
But the objections of the people of that 
region go 
m uch 
further than this. 
George Nadeau has 500 acres of land 
around Florence, but he will not have 
the sewage on it. 
Around th e Green 
Meadow school house tho people are up 
in arm s against the city’s offal. There 
is a Mr. Merrill near Florence who has 
250 acres of land, and lie wishes to use 
tho 
sewage. 
Five 
miles 
from the 
m outh of the present outlet is the 
Tweedy farm , a large tract of laud 
beyond Shield’s ranch and south of tho 
great Nadeau vineyard. This tract is 
leased for a term of ten years to a ten­ 
ant ; ho wishes to avail him self of the 
use of th e sewage. 
TWO PROPOSITIONS. 
Here is the first practical suggestion 
made. 
If tho city will pay for piping Ihe 
sewage five miles from the nearest outlet 
the refuse can be disposed of. 
The ques­ 
tion will be discussed at a m eeting of the 
City Holons at an early day. 
Tho other 
proposition in connection with this is to 
take th e township of Vernon into the 
city limits. 
It is known th at the Univer­ 
sity Place people, to the west of Los An­ 
geles, are most desirous of being m ade a 
part of the city. 
Many of th e people of 
Vernon township are also anxious to got 
within the charm ed eirclo which em ­ 
braces th e City of the Angels. The 
township lies south of Jefferson street, 
whore the city boundary runs, and ex­ 
tends to th e line of the new railroad to 
La Ballons. 
After discussing these m atters, the 
party drove to Florence to take a survey 
ot th e Shields farm , and then returned to 
the city, which was reached at a little 
after 5 o’clock. The whole m atter here 
discussed will probably come up at the 
next meeting of the Council. 


n o w a t e r f o r v k k n o n. 
The city will refuse to sell any water 
to Vernon 88 things stand now. 
W hat 
tlie district will come to iu such a case íb 
enough to apall a stout heart which 
knows its present beauty, or its indus­ 
trial importance.

ists threaten to sue th e city for damages, 
claiming that the use of water in the past 
entitles them to it for all time. This 
forces the Council to join issues on th at 
point.

(3.) If Blaine is really in earnest he 
has probably m ade Allison his residuary 
legatee, and tbo ticket will then be Alli­ 
son, of Iowa, and Morton, of New York 
T his is probably the strongest ticket the 
Republicans could put up. 
(4.) Gresham and Depew aro in all 
likelihood equally balanced, with the 
chancea that th e corporations will bent 
Gresham and th e anti-corporation influ­ 
ence of the W est and Northwest will 
heat Depew. 
If Blaine has really trans­ 
ferred his partiality 
from' Allison to 
Depew this would materially strengthen 
the New Yorker, b u t this is not probable. 
(5.) 
Last and by no means least comes 
the doughty John Sherm an. 
H e will 
appear at Chicago environed by the 
effusive 
friendship of the 
Southern 
descendants of Senegambia. The col 
ored m an and brother from th e States 
lately in rebellion will rally to the sup- 
l>ort of the iciale with great unanim ity, 
and will invest him with a black nim bus, 
so to speak. 
W all Street will probably 
not be averse to a quiet dem onstration in 
favor of a m an who, from having been a 
fanatical Greenbacker turned up as the 
champion gold hug of the age. 
Three nominations would he specially 
agreeable to the Democrats, and in abopt 
th e following order: 
Blaine, Depew and 
Sherm an. 
The two last would be es­ 
pecially weak in California, and at a time 
alien the Republican party ilBelf is weak 
in this State. It is claimed for Blaine 
that he is Btrong in California, hut 
doubt it. 
No intelligent m an who lias 
had opportunities for observation will 
sav th at the Plum ed K night has not lost 
m uch of the strength here that he had in 
1884. 
1 f any one desires to test th e m at­ 
ter he has only to m ake a personal can 
vass to be satisfied that Blaine has be­ 
come much weaker than of old on the 
Pacific Slope. Thousands of R epubli­ 
cans have no hesitation in avowing their 
intention to vote for the Democratic can­ 
didate in the event of his nom ination. 
As for the rest, they have no strength 
on the Const, while Sherm an is notably 
weak in all the Pacific 
States. The 
Ohioan, as a pronounced gold bug, would 
lie snowed under so deep that it would be 
far into the sum m er of 1889 before he 
could lie dug out. 
On the other hand. Cleveland and 
Thurm an are overwhelmingly strong on 
the Coast. This rem ark applies to both. 
It may !>e questioned as to w hether the 
President was popular here two years 
ago. The character of the m an, his per­ 
fect poise, his inflexible devotion to his 
delicate and responsible trust, was not 
then fully realized. To-day he h as con­ 
quered the recalcitrants of his own party 
by simple force of patriotism, and hosts 
of Republicans adm it that he has made a 
good President. The splendid honesty 
of a Democratic adm inistration in m atters 
relating to the public domain will of itüelí 
give Cleveland thousands of votes which 
he failed to receive in 18S4. 
Added to 
this is th e nom ination of Thurm an—a 
nam e which stands on the Pacific Coast 
for every civic and private virtue, and 
the bulwark of th e m asses against the 
exactions of corporations. 
This m akes 
for the Democracy a tower of strength 
and between the two unexam pled attrac­ 
tions it will be hard for Pacific Coast Re­ 
publicans to refrain from voting the 
Democratic ticket. 
As for the Eastern States, th at is a 
very sanguine Republican indeed who 
thinks that New York, New Jersey, Con 
necticut and Indiana will fail to vote for 
Cleveland a second time. 
Instead of 
indulging in such hopeless vagaries, he 
would do well to fix his eyes upon the 
wavering lines of his party in M ichigan, 
Wisconsin and other States which have 
been made doubtful by the nom ination 
of Cleveland and Thurm an.

under

his 
operation: 
have beon cram ped, he has manufactured 
relatively little and there has thus been 
a dim inished dem and for the American 
short wool staple. 
It is under this artili 
rial condition of things th at the price has 
declined for the home staple. 
Once 
adm it the long stapled foreign wools free 
of duty and our wool m anufactures wili 
be vivified, we will be able to compete 
in the m arkets of the world; and, as a 
result, there will be a steady and in­ 
creased dem and for American wools for 
adm ixture. 
Slowly and Burely, under 
the eavacious Democratic policy, our 
wool growing interests would regain 
their old tim e prosperity. 
These are 
not the viows of theoretical newspaper 
writers. 
They were had in view when 
Grover Cleveland wrote his message, and 
they were expressed by John H. Wise, 
one of th e greatest of our California 
wool 
commission 
m erchante, 
in 
interview with a new spaper reporter. 
One thing is certain, and th at is that our 
wool interests could not possibly be more 
depressed than they ore now under pro­ 
tection, while they m ight be very much 
improved.

T hat great injury has 
been done to the wool m en by Republi­ 
can m isrepresentations of the facts and 
of the future cannot he doubted, but those 
who have stam peded their sheep on the 
m arket through falso and gloomy stories 
of coming disaster have only themselves 
to blam e. 
The Democratic policy will 
really revivify a dying industry if it lies 
in hum an ability to do it. 
Wool selling 
for nothing under a high protective tariff 
certainly calls for some radical and dra* 
tic measure of relief. 
Experim ent in 
such a case is the true wisdom.
